This letter responds to your June 10, 2019 request pursuant to the Ereedom of Information Act (EOIA), 5 
U.S.C. §552, which was received by the Federal Housing Finance Agency’s Office of Inspector General 
(FHFA-OIG) on June 10, 2019. Your request has been assigned the tracking number 2019-FOIA-00014 
and seeks the following information: 

-a copy of the list or printout or database listing of Inspector General investigations 
closed/reports completed during calendar year 2017. If the list is organized by FY rather 
than calendar year, the FY 2017 list is sufficient for this request. If no central list or 
database exists, then I request that the equivalent information be provided in the form of 
copies of the cover sheet or first page of each IG report completed during calendar year 
2017. 

FHFA-OIG has conducted a search and has determined that it possesses 12 pages of records responsive to 
your request. These are attached.

(b)(7)(D), Permits withholding of records when revealing a confidential source or 
information provided by a confidential source could reasonably be expected. 

(b)(7)(E), Permits withholding of records when techniques and procedures for law 
enforcement investigations or process would be disclosed or provided such disclosure 
could reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of law.
